“ Now it is my belief that you are too 
good an American citizen to give * 
damn for the conseutof any other coun­ 
try on earth as to the ratio we shall 
coin gold and silver. 
But, governor, 
as a democrat I have supported you and 
defended your declaration for the last 
two years all over this state wherever 
I have gone, telling people that you 
were fighting for the principles th at 
Abraham Lincoln declared, for ‘Equal 
rights to all and privilege« to none.’ 
But. believe me, 
the single “Gold 
Standard” will knock more values out 
of the common citizen’s property, the 
farmer's products and the laboring 
m an’s wages than all your “ Equal Tax­ 
ation” can restore to them in a thou­ 
sand years. 


“ How can I and thousands of other 
democrats who have declared them ­ 
selves in favor of you for governor sup­ 
port you on this declaration in favor 
of the “ Gold Standard?”

confer a favor upon me by giving me 
your views on the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver without 
waiting for the consent of any o th e r 
eoutitrv on earth.

The B a ll i n g nja8tei*’a n a m e w a s Ad­ 
ame; but as we B u lle d under sealed or­ 
d e r s . 
to be opened off Cape Henry 
lighthouse, the ranking military offifer 
aboard, who held these orders, became 
ranking o r commnndlng oltleer of tho 
« h i p : this oflleer waa Flrnt Lieutenant 
J. II. Myrl<-k of Light l i a t t e r y B. Third 
United States Artillery. 


Adams, a lialtlmore man having 
some influenee, was ttppolnted sailing 
master in the United States transport 
fleet. He was a genuine confederate at 
heart and had In his 
mind a way to 
help the 
confederacy, which was to 
, await his opportunity and run the first 
cargo Iu his charge into the confeder* 
Ate'8 hands. 


As a signal tha flagship fired a gun 
over the 
w'aters of Hampton 
Roads, 
and the transport fleet of the first ex­ 
pedition, without outside lights, sailed 
out Into the darkness of the night— 
Into the broad Atlantic. 


The Ella Knight was not the last to 
reach Capè Henry lighthouse, but when 
she did the sealed orders wore oponed 
and Adams was advised to the ship's 
destination—Fort Fisher. 


Soon after turning southw'ard from 
Cape Henry the wind began to blow 
■trongly from the South. The sea be­ 
came rough. The horses began to slide 
back and forth on deck, so heavy were 
t h e lurges and rolls of the ship. At the 
•ame time the guns began to roll on tho 
upper deck, llopes w'ore procured and 
tlie guns lashed through the wheels to 
prevent rolling on deck and knocking a 
hole through the transport’s sides. 
Tlien ropes were stretched lengthwise 
and through the centre of the deck 
and several times crosswise 
to help 
anpport the horses, but many wero 
àilled and many disabled. 
cKime lime past 
mmnignc Adams 
quietly turned the ship to the north 
and scudded with the wind. 
Then at 
tlie end of a few hours he turned the 
ablp south again. 
His orders were to 
keep within sight of the transport fleet, 
but when daylight came no transport 
fleet was In sight. He gave as his ex­ 
cuse that the ship’s engines were weak 
aad that be could not make the speed 
required of him. We knew that the El­ 
la Knight was a fast ship, and from 
that time on we knew that Adams was 
a man who would bear watching. 


By the middle of the day the storm 
iMid passed over and Adams took a 
reckoning off Cape Hatteras, N. 0. 
Then we continued our Journey with* 
out much of Interest until nearly day­ 
light the next morning.

Each commissioned officer quickly | 
reached for his sldeai ms and they wero 
soon on deck. .T. It. Myrlck (now' ma­ 
jor Fifth United States Artillery) \vii3 ^ 
the Ihst to reach the pilot house. 
Ad­ 
ams was at the wheel. 


Myrlck asl;od him :“Where are we?” 
Adams replied: 
"I reckon we are 
pretty nigh Fort Fisher; that was tho 
orders, w’asn't it?” 


Quick as a flaslT'Myrick's revolver 
swung under Adani’r ear and he or­ 
dered him to turn to sea. Adams turn­ 
ed deathly white as he remarked: 


*‘\Ve are on the inside channel. 
Tf . 
we turn to sea, we will have to ride the j 
reef; If we ride it. we will be caught by 
the pirates outside of It,” meaning tho 
Union fleet. 
But at t!io same time ho 
gave several fast turns to the w'heel 
and 
the transport 
sw'ung half 
way 
round and headed for the reef. As w’c 
piined it thou* was a roaring and hiss­ 
ing sound and the waves shone with 
phosphorescent light. Soon we were in 
the line of 
sissing. glowing w'aves. 
One sudden bump of the vessel, and sho 
had crossed the reef unhurt and was 
sailing In the old Atlantic. 


Soon we saw the dim outline of a 
swift steamer approaching us from the 
larboard 
side. 
A 
challenge 
came 
through a trumpet: 


” Lay to, or we’ll send a shot through 
you ! " 


Adams rang the engine bell. 
Tho 
ship soon lost Its headway and swung 
idly in the seas. A few moments later 
a Union ensign appeared on deck. Af­ 
ter learning the name and character of 
our ship he Informed Adams that ho 
had been under the guns of Half ^7oon 
battery one and a half miles above Fort 
Fisher. Then he continued: 


“I am Ensign—of dispatch boat No. 


2 of the blockading fleet. The balanco 
of the transport fleet is twenty mlloa 
due east at sea." 


Again our engines were started and 
In a short time daylight began to creep 
over the ocean and we could see tho 
transport fleet steadilng toward land. 


Nothing was done with Adams, but I 
have always believed he intended to 
beach the Ella Knight under the guns 
of Fort Fisher.—N. Y. Commercial Ad* 
vertlser. 


Two Orphan Ottricli««. 


Not bong since, two funny, awkward 
baby ostriches were born in Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 
There was no mother fee- 
trich to attend to them when they ap­ 
peared, for they were hatched iu an in­ 
cubator. 


The eggs, four in number, came from 
an ostrich farm in southern California. 
Three of them were placed in the in­ 
cubator: and the other was sent out 
into the country, where a poor, deluded 
old ben was induced to sit upon it, 
The eggs weighed about three pounds 
each; and, after they had been In thei 
incubator the necessary time, two of 
them hatched, and the young ostriches, 
which were about the slxe of >big roas­ 
ters, came out. 


The young ostriches are queer look­ 
ing birda. They ara of the South Af<*
